Big School Bond issues 
Follow Tax Increases 


Major school bond proposals arc 
to be placed before Marin voters in 
October. 
On Oct. 10. voters in Tamalpais 
High School District will decide the 
fate of a $12,315,000 bond issue — 
the largest 
ever proposed 
in 
the 
district. 
Two weeks later, two bond pro* 
poslas — 
for $2,025,000 and for 
$5,500,000 — will be placed before 
voters in the San Rafael High School 
District, and an additional one for 
$3,060,000 before those of San Rafael 
Elementary 
School 
District, 
which 
makes up just about half of the high 
school district. 


ALL UNDOUBTEDLY lace heavy 
going, since they come on the heels 
of heavy state tax increases, a prob­ 
able hike in federal income taxes, 
and lesser increases in taxes of most 
local jurisdictions. 
This hardly looks like a good year 
lor asking people to approve bond 
issues that must inevitably add still 
more to taxes. But the need for schools 
will not wait for a more propitious 
time. 
Citizen 
committees 
appointed 
to 
push the bond issues in all three 
districts face a mojor job. 


TAM ALPAIS

District's bond proposal is an “ all or 
nothing ' affair. Included are funds 
to build two new high schools, in San 
(Jeronimo Valley and Tiburon. and a 
fine arts building at Redwood High 
School, a covered eating area at Sir

Redwood, as well as rebuilding and 
refurbishing

issue fails, none of these can be built. 
The Tamalpais district citizen com­ 


mittee will have ammunition in the 
form of an especially well-done survey 
by a previous citizen committee which 
was headed bv Melvin R. Field, pro­

surveryor 
w h o 
operates the California Poll. 


THE SAN RAFAEL citizen com­ 
mittee will not have such a prestigious 
name on its survey report, but this 
does’ not necessarily mean the report 
is not as useful. 
Voters in both San 
Rafael districts will have the chance 
to “ pick and choose 
a little, rather 
than being offered an “ all or nothing 
choice. 
The $3,060,000 San Rafael elemen­ 
tary 
school

There's no question of need for 
schools. The questions will come on 
the specifics of how the money is to 
be used. Over-taxed Marinites will not 
be easy to convince.

Every Litter Bag Hurts'- 
In The Taxpayer's Pocketbook

SACRAMENTO (CNS)-Triv­ 
ialities of government expendi­ 
ture. minor though they are 
in single instances, can mul­ 
tiply 
into 
unnecessary 
dis­ 
bursals of public money run­ 
ning into significant figures as 
far as the taxpayer is con­ 
cerned.

announced it is “ giving away" 
50.000 waterproof litter hag;, 
especially designed for u e of 
California boaters.

with some regret that "we 
can’t provide litter bags for 
California's more than a mil­ 
lion boaters.” 
Consequently, a favored few 
owners of boats will be pro­ 
vided with the bags at a cost

If the state embarked on an 
anti-litter campaign of similar 
nature to cover all citizens 
holding boating licenses and 
driving automobiles, 
it was

buy some nine million litter 
bags.

But the kind of camp-out in 
Washington

have in mind could wind up 
in a riot at a time when riots 
are in the air.

And before that many people 
lost their lives and millions of 
pounds sterling worth of damage 
was caused when earthquakes 
afflicted parts of Turkey and 
Venezuela 
These disasters 
raise 
again 
the question of how we can leam 
more about the mechanism caus­ 
ing these violent geological up­ 
heavals and so, perhaps, warn 
people of impending danger. 


It is a difficult task for a 
number of reasons. But over 
the past few years, the science 
of seismology has undergone 
something of a revolution fol­ 
lowing the development—large­ 
ly by British physicists of the 
United Kingdom Atomic Ener- 
g\ Authority (I K A E \)—of ex­ 
tremely sensitive and power­ 
ful methods of monitoring the 
continuous major and minor 
rumblings of the earth’s crust.
